HONORS TO HARRISON. 


Tbe Presidential Tntln Km llonce 
indlmaaiMlls—llie People P a y 
B o n o n to tbe PresMent. 


CiNGlNNAXi, Aug. 21.—The president- 
ial train, on the Cincinnati, Washing- 
ton and Baltimore railroad, did not 
reach the Central Union' station until 
10:31 this morning, three hours behind 
time. The unexpected delay tended to 
increase the size of the great crowd of 
people assembled there. Thousands of 
persons lined Central avenue, 
l^ird 
street, FourUi street, and in fact the 
whole vicinity of the route. 
The police 
were good natured, but firm, and held 
the crowds back. 


The reception committee, headed by 
Comptroller Stevens, with Mayor Mosby 
and GFowmor Foraker, met the presi- 
dent on the south platform of the car, 
and escorted him to the Bumet house. 
Hats, flags, and 
handkerchiefs were 
waved, and the president was kept in- 
cessantly raising his hat and recogniz- 
ing the plaudits of the enthusiastic mul- 
titude. 


At many places the crowd blocked the 
way in their eagerneso to get a sight of 
the ruler of the nation. 
On arriving at 
the hotel the mayor delivered a speech 
of welcome, to which the president feel- 
ingly replied. 
He said: 


" I thank you for your cordial wel- 
come. 
1 shall not attempt a fitting re- 
ply, but will only say that of all the 
cities in the west, Cincinnati is nearest 
to a home city to me." 


After holding a short reception the 
president was escorted to the builders 
exchange, where a great crowd, largely 
composed of ladies, had assembled to 
greet him. 
The hall and stage were* 
handsomely 
festooned with bunting. 
Lawrence Grace introduced the honored 
guest, and James Allison made a speech 
of welcome. 
The president responded, 
saying: 


" I have laid upon myself an injunc- 
tion upon this trip to make no speeches, 
but in this instance I am constrained to 
make a departure. 
I am impressed 
with the importance and the determina- 
tion of the people to enforce the laws 
and to lend their aid in ms^ing the na- 
tion happy and prosperous. 
I rejoice 
in the evidences before me of the pros- 
perity of your beautiful city. 
This is a 
country where thrift, happiness and 
prosperity is within reach of the rich 
and poor alike. 
I thank you for your 
cordial greeting." 


At the chamber of commerce BaUen- 
berg's orchestra had been discoursing 
music since 12:2^ p. m., while the hall 
was being filled by the gathering crowd, 
consisting of members and their fam- 
ilies. At 1 p. m. the doors were thrown 
open to the public and half an hour 
later the arrival of the president was 
greeted by a burst from the orchestra of 
"Hail to the Chief." 


The 
president 
wfw introduced 
by 
Lowe 
Emerson, who made 
a brief 
speech. 
The president said: 
•Gentlemen of the Chamber and Ladles: 


"This visit to the locality of my early 
home revives earlier recollections that 
are pleasant to recall. 
I remember that 
my first visit was as a boy to the busy 
levee, which was a scene of the greatest 
wonder among a boy's first experiences. 


"Later in life, on this very street on 
which your magnificent building is lo- 
cated, I passed three years as a student 
with one whose name still lingers as a 
pleasant remembrance among 
you— 
Bellamy Storer. 
(Cheers.) 


"It is a pleasure to reflect, since I 
rely upon your assurance that this cor- 
dial welcome which you have accorded 
me is made, not as a public officer, but 
as an old neighbor and friend. 


" I have been near enough to Cincin- 
nati to notice her great materia pro- 
gress, and it gives me ^ e a t 
pleasure 
when I look upon its evidences here, 
but far more to know that I look into 
the faces of a patriotic people, who if 
the occasion should arise, will give 
proof tiiat they held their country's 
honor above all the millions of wonder- 
ous acquisition."

Business Portion off a Western Town 
Wiped On«r«An explosion 
atPlttsbnr«. 


SONOMA, CaL, Aug. 21.—Late last 
night Are started in a «iloon here and 
buriied a large part of the business sec- 
tion of the town. 
The Masonic hall, a 
bank, Gardner's livery stable and other 
buildings were destroyed.

PrrrsBURG, Aug. 21.—A large gasoline 
still in A. D. Miller & Sons' oil refinery 
exploded at 3K)5 o'clock this morning.

INTBNSB BXCirCITlBNT 


Prevails in British Columbia Over 
tbe Seiamre of Several 
Schooners. 


VICTORIA, B . C., Aug. 21.—Captain 
Algar, of the schooner Algar, just ar- 
rived here from Deep Bay, reports as 
follows: 


"On July 30, we were boarded by 
Cutter Bush, in Behring Sea, fifty miles 
from St. Paul. 
The lieutenant searched 
us, but although we had skins aboard, 
found none. 
He told us that on July 
29, he had seized the schooners. Path- 
finder, of this port, put a prize crew 
aboard her and sent her to Sitka, tak- 
ing out eight hundred skins. 


' "He also told us that he had seized 
the schooner Minnie, also of Victoria, 
Captain Jacobs, the owner, aboard, with 
850 skins. 
He also put a crew aboard 
her and sent her to Sitka. 
He also told 
us that he had overhauled the schooners 
Ariel and Bose, and although he found 
skins aboard them, had let them go out 
of the sea without molestation. 
He did 
not give his reason tor this." 


Intense excitement prevails in this 
city. 
Both schooners are well known 
here and their catch is a very valuable 
one. 
The Algar had 300 skins when 
boarded. 
It now appears that on the 
trip down Captain Algar sighted 
first 
the Minnie and then the Pathfinder, 
each with one man as a prize crew 
aboard. 


Both signalled their intention of not 
going to Sitka, but of coming to Vic- 
toria, so that within twenty-four hours 
we may expect to see them in the har- 
bor.

Lieutenant 
Tuttle went 
aboard the Algar several of his sailors 
expressed themselves as heartily sick of 
their work.

PoBTiiAND, Ore., Aug. 
21.—Three 
Portland ladies, Mrs. George Bonar, 
Mrs. Frank Morgan and Miss Sallie 
Wiberg, had a thrilling experience on 
Mount Hood the other day. 


They became separated from a party 
that made the ascent a few days ago and 
spent the greater part of tìie dreary 
night on a rock ten thousand feet above 
the sea. 


The party, consisting of three men 
and six women, began the ascent at 10 
o'clock in the morning, and in the face 
of a strong cold wave, reached the sum- 
mit after a dimb of six hours.

Ail night the search was was kept up. 
Men sooured every nook and crevice of 
the Bnow dad peak from its base almost 
to the summit. 
Signal fires were lighted

the base of tiie mountain, wher- 


ever they were sheltered from the wind. 


About 3 o'clock in the morning, on 
the eastern slope of the mountain, the 
women were found huddled together to 
keep warm. The ladies said that when 
they found that they had become sep- 
arated from the party they wander^ 
about for hours.

The only weapon they 
had "was a long Alpine stock with 
sharpened iron bolts in one end. 


Miss Wiberg held it and several times 
when wolves and panthers were growl- 
ing about tile base of the rock on which 
they were perohed, she made ready to 
use it in defense of their lives.

The Pennsylvania lailroad company 
is about ta establish a pension eystem, 
the first of its kind in the United States. 
The pension plan will be introduced in 
connection with thé company 's relief as- 
sociation. At the end of the associa- 
tion's last fisced year, the third of its 
history, it was found that there was a 
surplus in the treasury after the pay- 
ment of all benefits of ^170,789. The 
existence of this balance suggested the 
introduction of pensions to superanuat- 
ed members of the relief association* 
There are certain complications to be 
adjusted before the pension syatem 
can 
be put in force. Those employes who 
have put their money into the associa- 
tion did so with the understanding that 
the fund was to be drawn from only to 
pay death, accident and sick benefits. 
If the new plaii, involving the payment 
of pensions as well, shall be adopted the 
consent of members. of the association 
will first have to be obtained, but no 
difficulty from this source is anticipated. 
P-resident Boberts has taken a hearty 
interest in the plans and has offered to 
recommend to the companies associatec 
in the fund a contribution of $50,000 to 
help establish the pension system.
